Inch I pwarri 


WASHINGTON (CPD — The 
cost of living inched up by two- 
tenths of I per cent in Septem­ 
ber, the Labor D epartm ent an­ 
nounced today in its final price 
index report before the election 
The consum er price index rose 
to a record high of 126 H after 
holding steady during July and 
August at 126.6 Tile index is com ­ 
puted on a base of KIO for the 
years 1947-49. 


The latest cost of living index 
was 1.3 per cent above the sam e 
period in 1959 and represented an 
increase of one-tenth of I per 
cent over the average monthly 
rise since the start of the Eisen­ 
how er adm inistration. 
Robert Myers, deputy com m is­ 
sioner of labor statistics, said that 
prices increased in all m ajor c a t­ 
egories except in the transporta­ 
tion field w here there were sharp 
reductions for both new and used 
automobiles. 


Meyers said the higher prices 
for most elem ents of housing, to­
